AS YOU RECEIVE CUTTINGS 


First, if wilted at all upon arrival, dip them in cold water 
and let them stand a few hours before planting. It will 
stiffen them up. If they are lightly frozen upon arrival, 
they can ordinarily be revived by thawing them very grad- 
ually. Keep them just above freezing for half a day, then 
warm up gradually. 


ABOUT EARLY BUDDING 


The symptoms: Long before the crop should normally 
set buds, each plant will throw buds—at tips, leaf axils, 
etc. Sometimes cuttings will throw buds a week or two 
after benching. Some varieties are worse than others. 


The cure: To prevent premature budding, you must: 


1. Provide additional light up to May 1: 4 hours per 
night thru February, 3 hours per night thru March, 2 hours 
thru April. Use 60 Watt bulbs 4 feet apart, 3 feet above 
plants. 


2. Keep night temperature 50° or below as long as 
possible. 


3. Keep growth soft—plenty of water, moderate feeding. 


4. Avoid varieties susceptible to early budding. Ex- 
amples: Blazing Gold, Legal Tender, Masterpiece, Silver 
Sheen, Constellation, Seneca and hardy varieties generally. 


Naturally, the earlier you take delivery of your cuttings, 
the more apt you are to have early budding troubles. 


BENCHING THE CUTTINGS 


First, whenever at all possible, plant rooted cuttings di- 
rectly to the bench where they are to flower. More often 
than not Mums in small pots are checked, hardened and 
delayed. 


If unavoidable, cuttings can be held in 21/, in. plant 
bands for 3-4 weeks. Keep well watered. If, after 30 days, 
you still aren’t ready to bench, plant band and all out doors. 
Again, lots of water. We have held late Pomps, Revelation 
and Cameo, outdoors in bands till August 26, gotten a good 
crop from them. 


Don't plant cuttings (or banded plants) too deep. A 
cutting should be set just deep enough in the soil to bury 
the roots. A deep planted cutting will be a slow growing 
plant. 


Benching dates: For outdoor shaded Pomps to flower late 
September: bench May 15. For Thanksgiving Mums and 
Pomps, bench July 5. Later varieties proportionately later. 
A good rule: Bench 3-4 weeks in advance of pinching dates 
given in this catalog. 


16 In benching, set roots of cutting just below soil surface—no deeper. 


WHAT’S A GOOD MUM SOIL? 


In our experience old greenhouse soil properly manured 
and steamed is better than fresh soil not sterilized. Some- 
how the old soil seems to have nutrients more available. 
Then, too, the sterilizing greatly improves it’s structure. 
tins like it. 


Starting with the old soil, we add 1 wheelbarrow of 
rotted cattle manure per 100 sq. ft. We then steam to 180° 
for 30 minutes (See “Grower Talks’, November 1947). 
After this, we add 4 lbs. 20% superphosphate per 100 
square feet, rototill it in, then bench cuttings. 


Fresh outdoor soil may be used. Add manure and phos- 
phate as above. We prefer to sterilize even fresh soil— 
you eliminate weeds, soil insects—and diseases, many of 
which are found in our field soils. 


In selecting soil from outdoors, note what kind of a crop 
it produced the past season. Soil that grows good corn will 
likely grow good Mums. 


In re-using old greenhouse soils, you must be alert for ex- 
cesses Of soluble salts. These may accumulate from heavy 
fertilizing of the previous crop. Also a very hard water 
will add great quantities of calctum, sulfates, etc. If in 
doubt, send a teacupful in to us for soluble salts test. 
Symptoms of excess soluble salts: general restriction of 
growth, even burning of roots. 


Lastly, we like to have fertilizer levels, nitrates and 
potash especially, low at benching time. Build them up 
later. Soil tests are the best guide. 


CORRECT SPACINGS 


FOR POMPS we prefer 7 x 8 inches trimmed to the best 
three shoots per plant. Heavy late sorts on the ground may 
need more room. Example: Revelation. 


FOR MUMS 8 x8 inches with two flowers per plant is 
a good spacing. Standards may be grown from one to four 
blooms per plant. Many retailers can use the somewhat 
smaller blooms grown three per plant. Some varieties won't 
stand it. What can you sell? 


SINGLE STEM CULTURE. By spacing both Mums and 
Pomps 6 x 6 and growing one shoot per plant, it is possible 
to save 3-4 weeks time in the bench. This may permit 
working in an extra crop each year—otherwise not possible. 
For example: Good 4 to 5 inch Good News Mums can be 
flowered on 36 inch stems by September 5 from a June 2 
benching. Space 6 x 6, no pinch, shade June 30. Likewise, 
the new white Pomp, Encore, can be flowered September 20 
if benched June 24, shaded July 24. Space 6 x 6, no pinch. 
Growers producing three crops of Mums a year are forced 
to single stem culture because of the time it saves. For 
details see page 19.

CARE OF THE CROP 


1. WATERING. Lots of Mum crops ate checked and 
hardened by lack of water. You're not likely to overdo it. 
Most errors are on the dry side. Stanley Hall of Illinois says 
wad up soil in your fist, then drop the ball. If it crumbles, 
it’s ready to water. If it wouldn’t even make a ball, it’s 
already much too dry! Always watch ends and edges of 
benches. Give them an extra lick between regular waterings. 


Look into sub-irrigation—and surface watering with the 
new 360 degree nozzles. See your floriculture school for 
details. They save a lot of high priced labor. 


2. FEEDING. In addition to the manure and phosphate 
at benching time, most Mums will need two or three appli- 
cations of some balanced fertilizer such as Vigoro. Usually 
2 Ibs. per 100 square feet after plants get into active growth, 
then 2 lbs. again just before blooming, are adequate. It 
depends, though, on amount of fertilizer in soil at bench- 
ing time. Also a heavy active growth on a raised, shallow 
bench will take much more feeding than a ground bed. 
Sandy soils need more frequent feeding. Soil tests are valu- 
able. Maintain medium levels of nitrates, potash and phos- 
phates. We use Spurway tests. 


Best “‘p.H” or soil reaction for Mums in our experience 
is about neutral. Between 6.5 and 7.3 seems OK. Just 
avoid extremes. 


3. SHADE. Mums most anywhere benefit by light pro- 
tection from the sun. Under glass keep a light shade. Out- 
doors, use cheesecloth. Remove shade in fall. 


4, “WETTING DOWN”, a queer old-fashioned term, 
but I recall in my grade school days enjoying the way Mums 
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“perked up” when they were just sprayed overhead enough 
to wet the foliage and the walks. Once on a warm after- 
noon, twice if hot. Better not, tho, if you’re having trouble 
with foliar nematode or leaf spot. 


5. TEMPERATURES. In summer just keep vents wide 
open except during storms. They should be open at night, 
too, by the way! 


In firing season, 50° nights is standard, with 58° on 
cloudy and 65° on sunny days. To avoid blindness on later 
varieties, keep 60° minimum until buds are in sight. Watch 
Garza, especially. 


For off season flowering of Mums 60° nights is necessary. 
See page 19. 


6. SPRAY PROGRAM. A must, weekly. See later 
pages on insects for details. 


7. MULCHES somehow seem to do wonders for the 
Chrysanthemums. We mulch with a one inch layer of peat 
soon as plants are established. It reduces frequency of 
watering and feeding, and somehow they just grow better. 


PINCHING AND SELECTING BUD 


“Time” pinching is best. It simply means to pinch each 
variety on the date prescribed in this catalog. For example, 
Gold Lode, to be flowered at normal date is pinched July 
8 (see page 4). Too early pinching sets the center flower 
in the spray of Pomps too low; too late has the opposite 
effect. On standard Mums, correct time pinching will 
usually eliminate formation of the crown bud. For correct 
pinching date in shaded and lighted Mums, write for our 
Crop Schedule—gratis. 

Sometimes, due to late benching, 
etc., you will get off this schedule. 
In general, if you are going to 
pinch, you should do so before the 
plant gets 10 to 12 inches tall. 
Don't pinch before the tip has 
grown at least 3-4 inches. Don't 
pinch into hard wood. - 

Now, as to selecting the proper 
bud on the large “disbud’’ types. 
Mums send out two kinds of “‘buds”’ 
or growing tips: 

1. CROWN. A flowering bud 
surrounded by non-flowering vege- 
tative shoots. 


2. TERMINAL. A flowering bud 
surrounded by flowering buds. 





Top left: The inverted ’"U” shaped bent pipe frames that support the black shading 
cloth. Four or five wires (No. 15) are strung lengthwise of the beds over these 
pipe frames to help support the sateen between the pipe frame members. 
Top right: The same pipe frame members used over raised benches. Only difference, 
instead of setting them into the ground, they are fastened to the bench side 
boards. A 12 inch piece of 1 inch angle iren is inverted on top of the side board; 
end of the pipe member is welded to the center of the angle iron. See page 8 for 
another view of this idea. 
Bottom: A new wrinkle on supporting the wire and cross strings. The men are 
holding a piece of 1/4 inch concrete reenforcing rod bent to a “‘U.” Holes are 
drilled in the bench side board and ends of the rods stuck into the holes. A piece 
of No. 9 wire serves as cross piece. A large 2 inch washer is welded to each end of 
the No. 9 wire; the concrete rod is stuck down thru the washer hole at each end of 
the No. 9 wire. The No. 9 cross wire is cut an inch or so too short. In this way 
it pulls inward against the 4 inch concrete rod—so can’t slip down. 

One layer of supports serves for both Mums and Pomps. Thanks to this wire 
and rod arrangement they can be slid up eas:ly each week to keep up with the 
plants. (Photos at Yoders, Ashtabula, Ohio). 


Early budding can be prevented! See page 16 for details. vhs 
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flowers won't hit the cloth before you're 
thru shading. 6 ft. or more may be 
needed. See photos for other ideas on 
shading. Some growers rig up side cur- 
tains like a shower curtain and cover the 
top with a strip of cloth rolled around 
a stick. 


On rainy nights or during very hot 
weather, it will help in disease preven- 
tion to remove the cloth after dark and 
replace it again before daylight. Watch 
this closely if you are having disease 
troubles. Be sure the covering is light- 
tight. Black sateen, 64x 104 mesh is 
best. For best results, shade every night; 
missing One or two nights over the sea- 
son won't be serious, but much more 
will simply delay flowering. 


Continue shading until buds on Pomps 
show color. Buds on Standards should 
be the size of a nickel before shading

flowering season is needed to prevent rotting of blooms. 


Early Mums will usually throw a crown bud in August. 
This is usually removed and one of the vegetative side 
shoots ‘‘selected’”’ or left to grow on. All other shoots are 
removed. Some plants may produce another crown which 
may again be discarded in favor of a non-flowering shoot. 
_ Sooner or later, all plants produce a terminal from which 

you must select the best bud—to produce the flower. 


On early varieties it’s safest to remove all crowns up to 
August 20. Early crowns are OK on some shaded Mums. 
On mid-season sorts, terminals are safer. Final bud should 
have been selected by September 1-10; on late ones a month 
later. Your experience is the best guide. Keep notes. 


By the way, on all large standard Mums, you must remove 
all the lower side growths. All the effort of the stem 
must go into the one bud. Some growers even practice re- 
moval of side shoots from certain Pompon varieties. Little 
America, for example, flowers much better if side shoots 
are removed and the spray is allowed to flower only 8-10 
florets. 


Don’t cut a Mum till it’s fully open. It will wilt in 
several hours if cut green. Spider Mums can be cut green 
and opened in water. 


BLACK CLOTH SHADING 


Mums, being short day plants, can be very nicely brought 
into bloom about a month ahead of normal date by covering 
them with black cloth from 5 P.M. to 7 A.M. in late sum- 
mer. This actually simulates the shorter days of fall. Some 
pointers: 


HOW TO SHADE. Simplest way is to just stretch wires 
over the bench—lengthwise, forming a support on which 
the black sateen can be draped. During the day it is simply 
bunched up. Be sure the wires are high enough so the

OUTDOOR MUMS 


Each season finds more Pomps, especially, flowered out- 
doors in early fall—in both western and eastern producing 
areas. Big advantage is low cost compared to greenhouse 
growing. Also ies cooler outdoors. Benching schedules 
under “Black Cloth Shading’, above, apply. You must 
watch frost dates, but we find Pomps will stand several de- 
grees of frost if the sateen is lowered on cold nights. 


Also to produce real quality it is essential that some pro- 
tection against sun and wind be provided. Regular Aster 
cloth (8 threads per inch) or onion cloth is OK. The new 
plastic cloths about 20 threads per inch are excellent—cost 
more, but last at least several years. Use the transparent 
shade, not the dark brown or black. 


To flower big Mums outdoors in the East, some protection 
is needed, especially during the actual flowering season. We 


18 Try a few outdoor shaded Pomps for September flowering. They need lots of water, light shade. 
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have had good success with our so-called ‘‘Flexo-glass”’ 
houses. We build up a framework same shape as a green- 
house, using 1 or 114 inch pipe. Our houses are 24 ft. wide, 
6 ft. gutters, and standard roof pitch. We like to provide 
cheesecloth over the plants during summer. Then, as color 
starts to show, we fit large sash of one of the many inex- 
pensive glass substitutes over the house. By adding several 
lines of steam pipe, we are able to keep in production till 
well along in October. That permits use of some of the 
fine November flowering varieties. Quality generally is 
good with very little rotting of flowers. 


Such houses may be shaded right over the roof by means 
of a rope and pulley arrangement. 


AS POT PLANTS 


Well grown, Mums make a handsome fast selling fall 
pot plant. Essentials of culture: 


1, PLANTING. The modern method is to plant 3 or 
4 rooted cuttings to a standard 6 inch pot. The good mid- 
season sorts are planted in early June; sooner, of course, for 
earlier ones or if they are to be shaded. You may first pot 
the cutting to 214 inch pots; this enables you to sort out 
the weaker ones before final potting. Be sure the soil is 
high in organic matter, either from well rotted manure 
or peat; it helps a lot both in watering and feeding. 


2. RINCHING. While many growers only pinch pot 
Mums twice, three pinches seem to produce best shaped 
plants in the end. Records of your own previous crops plus 
common sense are the biggest help. For detailed final 
pinching dates on pot Mums write for our gratis Crop 
Schedule. Also, it gives complete schedules for black cloth 
shading of pot Mums. 


3. CARE OF THE CROP. Moving pot Mums outdoors 
over the summer is a big boost to them, especially if cheese- 
cloth shade is provided. The open air seems to produce a 
more vigorous husky growth. Also, pot Mums will re- 
quire a good bit of feeding, best based on soil tests. Nor- 
mally starting with fresh field soil, a teaspoonful of Vigoro 
or equivalent several times during the summer and fall 
will be needed. Ammonium sulfate may be used instead 
early in the summer. 


To finish nice clean plants, they should be brought under 
glass again by Labor ‘Day. 


4. VARIETIES. Nearly all large standards or disbuds 
and anemones. They make a much showier plant than the 
button types. Current favorites: Blazing Gold, Marketeer, 
Sun Gold, and Yellow Beauty. Our Granite State is an 
exceptionally fine pot strain, being quite dwarf. Also, its 
foliage stays up close to the bloom—no long neck. In 
general, avoid tall growers. 


5. SOMETHING DIFFERENT. One grower last spring 
potted off a few hardy or garden Mums. Three cuttings 
were potted to a five in February. Four to five weeks after 
potting they were black cloth shaded. By mid-May they 
were in full flower and handsome looking plants.

Can you use good white or yellow Pomps for Easter, 
Mother's Day—or June weddings? Many thousands of 
bunches of Pomps hit the markets all thru last winter, 
spring, and early summer.

INSECT CONTROL 


A most important part of growing better Mums. The 
big trick here is always to anticipate trouble, or failing that, 
get really busy at the first sign of infestation. 

A GOOD PREVENTIVE PROGRAM: Weekly spraying 
with Vapotone 1 to 800, plus Santomerse 1 to 1000, plus 
Fermate 1 pound per 100 gallons will control most insects 
and the main foliage diseases. 


1. MIDGE. We found the following a very effective 
control: Apply sodium selenate to soil at recommended rate 
(14, gram per square foot if concentrated powder is used). 
We put this on with a hozon siphon applicator. Wash 
foliage with water after application to avoid burn. This 
gave slight injury on one bench where Stock plants were 
not yet well established; not serious. 

Besides that, we dusted weekly with DDT. dust—for 
nearly two months. No new galls were seen after 30 days. 

2. RED SPIDER. Troublesome, especially in warm 
weather. Daily “wetting down” of foliage helps. We de- 
pend largely on Parathion bombs for control of spider, 
aphis, and most other Mum insects. Vapotone spray 1 to 
800 is excellent—use a good spreader. 

3S THRIP: 
effective. 


Detex or any good DDT spray is very 
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4. APHIS. Parathion bomb (or spray) very good. Vapo- 
tone spray 1 to 800 with spreader is also excellent. 


5. LEAF MINER. Nicotine liquid used 1 to 200 with 
soap spreader is the best control. 


6. MEALY BUG. The new Dimite spray used 1 to 800 
with a good spreader is very effective. Vapotone 1 to 800 
with a spreader is good. 


7. LEAF ROLLER (tier), and cut worms. Detex or 
any good DDT spray. 


8. FOLIAR NEMATODE. Select cuttings from clean 
plants and bench only in sterilized soil. Also, if infesta- 
tion occurs, keep foliage dry at all times. Splashing water 
spreads the worms. Some infestation may be cleaned up 
with sodium selenate. Apply at strength recommended on 
container 2 weeks after planting. Then repeat in another 
2 weeks. May injure some varieties. 


9. GRASSHOPPERS. Chlorodine powders are best. 


PRINCIPAL DISEASES 


1. STUNT. Principal symptoms are dwarfing of plant 
and blooms to about 1/, to 2/3 normal size, earlier bud and 
bloom formation, and on red varieties a notably paler color. 
Otherwise plants ate normal. Stunt does not cause any 
shriveling of leaves or rotting of the plant. 


Control: First start with cuttings nearly free as possible 
of the disease. Thorough steaming of soil to 180° for 30 
minutes is vital to prevent re-infection from the soil. Rigid 
insect control is equally important in view of possible spread 
of the disease from healthy to clean plants. Like most 
diseases it attacks certain varieties worse than others. Once 
a plant is infected, there is no cure. 


2. VERTICILLIUM (Seidewitz Disease) is a serious 
Mum problem. Starting at edges, leaves turn yellow, dry 
up—usually from the bottom of the plant first. Some va- 
rieties take it worse than others. Only known control is to 
plant cuttings which have been cultured against it—and be 
sure to use sterilized soil. Steam preferred. 


3. SEPTORIA. Small dark brown spots, increasing in 
size, finally causing leaves to drop. Attacks lower leaves 
first. Most serious on outdoor plantings. Delay propagat- 
ing till long shoots are available; take only a short cutting 
out of the tip. Dip cuttings in Fermate, 1 Ib. per 100 
gallons of water. Keep foliage dry in sand and clear thru 
growing period. After planting, spray plants with Fermate 
1 lb. per 100 gallons every 10 days till plants are 18 inches 
high. Spraying is especially important on outdoor plantings 
in rainy seasons. 

4. MILDEW. Sulfur dust is effective if no colored 
flowers are present. Malachite green spray may be used. 
Greenol (California Spray and Chemical Co.) with Santo- 
merse S, 1 to 2000, has been recommended recently as being 
very effective. 


5. RUST. Same spray program as was recommended for 
Septoria leaf spot.
